P rice stated that the m ain pur­ 
pose of a unit of this type is to 
provide em ergency aid for out­ 
laying com m unities in the event 
that the com m unity housing the 
hospital is untouched. 
“ That w as the whole idea behind

P rice announced that the m ed­ 
ical section of the civil defense 
will assem ble at 8 p.m . on Tues­ 
day in Borough Hall for a reor­ 
ganization m eeting.
